Carolina, having been regularly baptised on a profession of 
faith in Christ, and being convinced of the necessity of a 
combination of churches, in order to promote the cause of 
Christ among men, do agree to the following Constilution: 

Article I. 

This organization shall be known as the Mt. Peace: 

Baptist Association of Western North Carolina. 
Article II. 

This body shall be composed of Ministers and Dele- 
gates of Baptist Churehes in good and regular standing 
with the denominations. and in:full-practice of the faith 
and doctrines held by.the Missionary Baptist. All minis- 
ers pastoring churches associated with the Association 
shall be regarded as members with all privileges. 

Article ITI. 

The object of this Association shall be to extend the 
Kingdom of Christ among men by preaching the gospel, 
erganizing churches and building meeting houses in needy 
fields in the*»ounds of this Association. To do State, 
Home and Foreign Mission work and to co-operate with 
the other Baptist organizations mn the best plans of labor 
for the religious and educational development of Western 
North Carolina, especiaily the fostering of Western Union 


A -ademy. 


Article TY: 
All visiting ministers belonging to. ‘the Renta Bap- 


tist denomination in good standing may become members 
by paying 50 cents annually, | 
| Article V. 
Ali aged ministers living in the bounds of the Associa- 
tion formerly pastors inits bounds are members with all 


privileges. 
Article VI. 
The officers of the Association shall be Moderator, 


Vice-Moderator, Recording Secretary, Corresponding Sc c- 
retary, Treasurer, Auditor, Exccutive Board, .Ordaining 
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Council, and such other committees as may be deemed 
necessary, all of whom shall be elected annually. hold and 


discharge the duties of their office until their successors 
are elected. 


Artile VII. 

This Association shall have no right to infringe upon 

‘the sovereignty oi a church as a body. 
- Article VIII. 

If a church becomes disorderly or corrupt, the Asso- 
ciation shall throigh a committee, or otherwise endeavor 
ito restore it to a healthful state; and if necessary shall 
withdraw the hand of fellowship from it. 

Article IX. 

Each church shall send annually not more than two 

delegates and its pastor to the Association, 
Article X 

All visiting ministers and corresponding delegates 
and brethren shall be received by the Moderator extending 
the hand of welcome and introducing:them to the body.

the payment of $2.00 or more when recommended by a 
committee on new churches.

The Ordaining Cotncil shall ordain ro minister ex- 
cept he has a fair knowledge of the Baptist Directory,
